A LESSON IN ICING. 


The recipes for icings yiven below 
have all been well tested and if the 
directions are closely followed they 
should give excellent resulta. t he 
amateur cook should remember that 
it iw impossible to ice a cake success 
fally which has been soorched, no 
matter how mvach care is exercised, 
the dark brown crumbs will! work 
through, no matter how many coats 
of icing are applied. and will evento 
ally diwcolor the whole. 

Almond Icinmg—Beat the whites of 
four eggs toa atiff froth, add twelve 
ounces of confectioner’s 


almonds which have been blanched 
and pounded in a mortar, to 4 paste, 
Flavor with orange flower water, 
apply at once and let the icing «et 
before the sugar icing ia placed over 
it. 

Bride's Cake Icing~Beat the whites 
of three eggs to a stiff froth, Add 
gradually one pound of confectioner’s 
augar, beating all the time.

Pink Icing—-Use the above receipt, 
omitting the blue and using six oF 
twelve drops of liquid cochineal, ao- 
cording to tha shade required. 

Yellow lcimg—Sometimes this is 
made by using the yolks of the eggs 
inatead of the whites, but this will 
rarely bring satisfactory results in 
ornamnenting. It is best to make 
white icing, and to have a little saf- 
fron tied in a bag, which can he 
moistened, alid then squeezed into 
the joing, wntil the required shade is 
obtained. If the moisture thins the 
icing teo much, a little more sugar 
may be added. 


Green Icing~This is seldom Gmad 


as there is no easy and satisfactory 
way of making the color at home, 
and the préparations for coloring 
green, are generally regarded, with 
distruet. The juice extracted from 
spimach is sometimes wsed, and this 
is barmiess, though the process of 
making it ia tedious.

DISHES FOR THE INVALID. 


We give below no novel method of 
employing valuable portions of fowls 
usually discarded as of no evident 
Rae, 

Comparatively few housekeepers ap- 
preciate the amount of nutriment 
that is wasted with every pair of 
chxken’s or fowl’s feet that ts thrown 
away. <A practical test of the value 
of theae usually despised portions is 
to ball one pair in a saucepan by 
themselves “mntil the bones fall apart, 
and then note the quantity of jelly 
thus obtained. The feet are the 
most easily cleansed of any portion of 
the bird, because the thick outer skin 
can be removed entire, like a stock- 
img. To do thia the feet should not 
be allowed to boll, aa the skin will 
adhere to the bones, but they should 
be plunged into hot water, not boil- 
ing, and allowed to etand for two or 
three minutes. The skin will then 
readily loosen at the top and draw 
off to the claws. The latter should 
be cut off. 


Chicken Jelly—To make chicken 
jelly, clean and disjoint a chicken, 
cut it imto smull pieces, break the 
bones and place it with the feet, pre- 
pared aa described above, in a sauce- 
pan. Add one pint of cold water for 
every pound of chicken. Heat slow- 
ly, simmer until the meat falls from 
the bones. Strain, let it stand un- 
til cold, remove the” fat and season 
it with walt, pepper and «a small 
piece of lemon peei. Paraley, celery 
and bay leaves may be Used for flavor- 
ing if they are desired. Turn into a 
mold and stand in a cold place to 
harden, This can be used for broth 
or soup by thinning slightly with 
bodling water. :

This result will 
be a great surprise to dyspeptics, 
among whom the eating of “whole 

wheat” or “entire wheat" breads 
has beoome a fad. Wheat flours con- 
taiming part of the wheat bran were 
discovered to furnish the body more 
| mineral matter than fine white 
fienur. 

Whole wheat bread is lesa diges- 
tible than that mada of the white of 
| the gran alone, mxost probably be- 
| cauge the bran is filled with sharp, 
rough particles, which irritate the 
membranes of the intestines, and 
thus hasten food through them. The 
part im the bottom bran layer which 
contains its nitrogen does not seem 
to be thoroughly digested. The fat 
in the germ of the grain when ground 
into whole wheat flour is apt to 
grow rancid. 

Of the graham and so-called entire 
wheat flours it is discovered that 
only the former contains the whole 
wheat ground ap. This, invented by 
Dr. Silvester Graham, an American 
physician, is made by simply wash- 
ing and cleaning the grain and then 
grimdihg it all between two stones. 
“Entire wheat" flour is found to be 
made by runnimg grain through 
machine which removes the three 
outer layers of bran. In this way 
the supposedly useful under layer is 
retained. The best white flour is 
now made by removing the bran from 


| wheat and then running it through 


five or more pairs of rollers, set near- 


er and nearer together. 


Valuable rulea by which the house- 
keeper can judge good bread flour 
offhand are given on the basis of 
these investigations. Its color 
should be white, with a faint yel- 
lowish tinge. After being pressed in 
the hand it should fall loosely apart. 
If it stays in lumps it has too much 
in it. When rubbed be- 
tween the fingers it should not feel 
too smooth and powdery, but its in- 
dividual particles should be vaguely

Prof. Courtenary DeKalb and Cap- 
tnin Bogart, with twelve studenta of 
the Kingston school of mining vis.ted 
several of thé mines of North Hastings 
last week. The students were taught 
some practical lessons in mine suryey- 
ing. 

Prof. Dekalb, inspector of e#astern 
Ontario mines, Kinget.n, and Mr. P 
Kinkeaard, manager of the Canadian 
Goldfields company's mines, - Deloro, 
were both elected by acclamation to the 
council of the Canadian mining insti- 
tute last week, 

The Nickel-Copper company, of 
Ham 'lton, has received word that the 
patents on the Frasch process of nic- 
kel refining have all been granted in 
the United States and other foreign 
countries The business of the com- 
pany will likely soon be got under 
way. 

A nickel vein has been discovered at 
Burk’s Falls in Parry Sound. on the G. 
T.R. about midway between Graven- 
horst and North Bay. I: is claimed that 
the ore is richer than any in the Sudbury 
district, and should the anticipation of 
the owner prove true a smelter will be 
erected. Operations haya commenced 
and this week one hundred tons will be 
sent to Newark, N.J., for treatment. 


A particularly good feature in con- 
nection with mining in western On- 
tario is the opportunity afforded to min- 
ing men of having trial rens made of 
their Ores at one or other of the reduc- 
tion works at Rat Portage. There 
are two well-equipred customs mills, 
one at Kewatin and the other at Rat 
Portage Bay. The companies are pre- 
pared to buy outright or treat ores at a 
cost proportional to assay value. 

A gigantic steel combination has just 
been effected in the United States which, 
it is said, will contro! the iron output 
of that country more absolutely than 
the Standard oil company controls the 
output and distribution of oil. In in- 
volves the consolidation of $760,000,000 
of capital, made up of the tive leading 
steel and iron companies of the (1.8 
The combination will contiol the in- 
dustry from the mining of the ore to its 
conversion into finished product. 


The government of Ontario has ac- 
cepted the invitation of the directors of 
the Pan-American exposition to make 
an exhibit of the minerals and mineral 
croducts of Ontario at that exposition, 
which opens in Buffalo, N.Y., let May 
next. The department have been in- 
formed that they have been allotted 
1,296 square feet in the mines building 
hy the exhibition authorities. The 
local committee appointed to prepare a 
special exhibit from this district have 
been notified by the director of the 
hureau of mines that separate space 
will be allotted them and during the 
next two or three weeks the committee 
will endeavor to make the exhibit a 
thoroughly creditable and representative 
one. It isintended to ineludein the d s 
jlay notonly metalliferous ores, such 
as gold, silver. copper, iron, etc., and 
the usefal non-metallic substances, like 
mica, tele. graphite. corundum, apatite, 
ete . bot also structural materials, such 
as building stones, marl, cements and 
clay products of all kinds. Parties 
who can get good large fresh samples 
of auy of the above are invited to do 
so, and to leaye them at Messrs. R. R. 
Casement & Co's. store for the commit- 
tee as soon as possible. 


The Hamilton steel and iron com- 
pany, the nickel-steel company, and 
the Canada iron furnace company, 
have addressed a memorial to the 
Ontario government asking it to exer- 
cise the power granted for the impoai- 
tion of taxes pon nickel ores and upon 
nickel and copper ores and their partial- 
ly treated products, and that the 
revenue thus collected be paid as a 
bonus upon pig-iron and upon nickel- 
steel] manufactured in Ontario. They 
elso ask that the government “convey 
no further land or any title to or inter- 
est in any lands containing ni¢xel ores 
to any individual or individuals, com- 
panies or corporations who will not 
refine and use the nickel derived from 
such ores in the manufacture of this 
metal and its yarious alloys in Ontario.” 
It looks as if these peopie want to 
crush the mining of nickel and nickel 
copper as now conducted, with a view 
to getting possession of the ore-bearing 
properties themselyes, and so gain a 
sort of monop<ly for the manufacture 
of nickel-iron and nickel-steel: > If the 
industry of refining nickel and nickel 
and copper ores will be encouraged by 
bonusing, it will flourish justas well 
-without as with the so age ag of the 
tax.

tions have been going 
Past two or three vears to engace in 
the indasfry ona larger scale, and the 
first vear of the new century will wit- 
ness a wonderful increase in our out- 
put of pig-iron. By the end of the 
present sear Canada will be producing 
more than enough iron to supply the 
domestic consumption, and even be- 
fore 1902 fovetzn markets will be sought 
for the surplus. 

It is highly satisfactory to know that 
this province is going to play an im- 
portant parton the iron industry. At 
the present moment there are three 
furnaces in operation in Ontario, one 
each at Deserouto, Hamilton and Mid- 
land. ‘The latter was opened only a 
few weeks ago. During last vear, with 
two furnaces in operation, the product 
of iron ore in Ontario was about 65,000 
tons. During the first halfof the vear 
there were mined in Ontario only 9,680 
tons of irom ore. In the last half the 
production was about 80,000 tons, 
While it was necessary to import two- 
thirds of the ore simelted in Ontario 
during the first six months of the last 
year, practically the whole amount used 
during the last six months was obtained 
in the province. Itis no longer neces- 
sary to depend on the United States fur 
our iron ore, We have three furnaces 
in Operation, another extensive one will 
be ready by July at Sault Ste. Marie, 
aod a fifth will probably be in opera- 
tion at Collingwood by the end of 
October. And steps are now actively 
taken for the erection of another smelter 
at Kingston during the year. All these 
furnaces will be supplied with Ontario 
ore. Ontario alone will soon be able to 
supply the Canadian iron market, to 
say nothing of the output of the fur- 
naces at Sydney, N.B., which promise 
to be among the biggest producers on 
the continent. 

Ontario has unlimited resources in 
iron ore, The districts in which iron i 
being mined, besides in our own county, 
are the Michipicoten and the Mattawan 
districts, Ins year or two mines will 
also be o up in the Atikokan 
range in the Rainy River district. 
From the present outlook the question 
of ore supplies will not enter into the 

roblem of iron pro inaction in Ontario, 
t should therefore, be the interest of 
the people of North Hastings who have 
iron ore properties to realize these facts 
and get their prospects opened up as 
s00n as possible.

The Herald last week contained an 
interesting description! of the improve- 
ments that have larely been made to 
the Canadian Goldfields stamp mill at 
Deloro. The alterations, it says, 
effact the entire plant and are nearly 
completed. An addition haa been built 
to the stamp mill making it double-—in 
width—the former mill. The twenty 
stamps are divided into two aections of 
ten each. Wilfey tables are used for 
concentrating from the new stampa. 
Throughout the mill are many special 
features planned to meet the difficulties 
in treating these refactory ores and the 
machinery contains several features 
new to mills in Canada. Two rock 
breakers are used to reduce the rock to 
different fineness and revolving screens 
eliminate finer particles of ore. Its 
¢tapacity will be sixty tonsa 4 om 

‘The air compressor plant has en- 
tirely remodelled. A Harris air lift 
hax been installed. By means of this 
machine direct pumping in the mines 
has been entirely dona away. There is 
no moving machinery underground, 
all the machinery connected with it be 
ing in the power house, and under the 
engineer’s care. Many new improve- 
ments have also been added to the ar- 
senic plat. One of these is a method 
of drying the tailings over the furnace 
before feeding them in. The number of 
cooling chambers has been increased, 
and a new refining machine pat in sue 
cessful operation. All the buildings on 
the mine, offices, and some of the 
houses are lighted by el ctricity. The 
electric plant consists of a dynamo of 
700 light capacity. There are 260-lights 
in use, which will be increased to 400 
Lights will be placed at the landings in 
the mine. 

A large handsome new hall near the 
offices will be completed in two or three 
days. It will be used for school, charch 
and literary and social purposes. 
new boarding house for the men will be 
the next building erected. It will be 
built nearly opposite the hall. 

The genius of Manager Kirkegaard 
is seen in his plaoning and perfecting a 
process to treat these arsenical ores. 
Many parts of the machinery of the 
mine are of his own special invention, 
several of which have patented.

TWO NEW RECIPES FOR SOUP. 


The two following recipes have been 
proven moat delicious. They give 
hints of other usea to which the new 
flaked foods may be put. 

Oream of Pea Soup—One quart of 
chieken atock boiled slowly for thir- 
ty minutes, with three cloves, two 
bay Jeaves and five drops of burnt 
onion juice. Strain, and add one 
large cupful of flaked peas and cook 
ten minutes, then add one large cup- 
ful‘of cream and milk mixed, one 
heaping tablespoonful of butter, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt and a pinch 
of cayenne pepper. 

Great care should be used not to use 
more than a pinah of the latter. 
When it boils up it is ready to serve. 
Serve in cups with croutons maue by 
browning in the oven small cubes of 
bread until they are crisp like toast. 

Bean Soup-—-One quart of beef 
atock, two bay leaves, three cloves 
and a small onion, boiled together for 
thirty minutes; strain and add one 
eupful of flaked beans; let it cook 
slowly for ten minutes, then add’ t wo- 
thirds of » cupful of milk and cream, 
a dessertapoonful of batter, a pinch 
of cayenne pepper and one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt. Serve at once 
with croutons. 

The flaked peas and beans have only 
lately been placed on the market in 
one pound packages, and are most 
nutritious as well as appetizing. 


. SARDINELIES. 


Select a can of good sized, firm sar- 
dines, drain off the oil and place 
them on brown paper for a moment 
before broiling; wrrange them on a 
double broiler and broil two minutes 
on each aide over a brisk fire; cut 
strips of bread a little longer and

crusts; fry in amoking hot fat.

CLIMBING BLARNEY CASTLE. 


Acetdenta Which Have Happened to 
Ite Famons Stone. - 


Blarney town is a small manufacturing 
place, The old castle, however, is well 
outside the village, in eurroundings who! 
ly rural. It stands on a low bill whence 
it looks forth from amid a grove of trees 
down on a broad fiel) that ia used as a 
public pleasure ground. A slight wooden 
bridge spanning a swift, clean little river 
gives entrance to the field in which are 
many noble shade trees with rustic seats 
about their base and in the opens a num. 
ber of framework swings. 

The castle has suffered little from the 
ravages of time except that the roof and 
the wooden floors have fallen. You can 
climb winding stairs and follow devious 
passages into vaulted chambers and chilly 
cells to your heart's content. All this is 
very romantic, but it is worth while re- 


membering that in spite of historic charm ' 


and strong appeal to the fancy the castle 
is a relic of an age of barbariam, when 
the country was divided among many 
petty chiefa, each distrustful of the oth- 
er even when on terms of nominal friend 
ship. 

The castle is many stories high, and in 
the topmost cornice ia the far famed 
Blarney stone, that powerful talisman 
which you have only to kiss to be endow- 
ed with eloquence for life. But as the 
vertical measurement of the cornice is 
about six feet and its projection beyond 
the main wall fully three feet and as the 
atone is at the bottom of the cornice the 
kissing is not as,easily accomplished as 
might be. Formeply it was customary to 
lower the candidate for eloquence over 
the rampart bead foremost. a friend 
clinging to either beel, but at such a dis- 
zy height the procgedings smacked so se- 
riously of danger that of late years a row 
of great spikes guards the parapet 
against further attempts of-the sort. 

The stone eloquent at one time dropped 
out, It was, bowever, promptly restored 
and is now fixed in place by two heavy 
iron rods, which clasp it. to the cornice. 
Were it not that-the Blarney stone comes 
opposite one of the fabyuent gaps which 
alternate with the éotthrust of the sup- 
porting stones of the cornice it would be 
practically inaccessible. As things are, 
the only way to bestow the mystic kiss is 
to get down on your knees, double up like 
a jackknife and crane your neck across 
the yawning vacancy. I regarded the 
stone with interest and wished 1] was 
more of an acrobat or more courageous, 
but I was deterred by that lofty hole 
which, though not much more than a foot 
broad and four long, was still plenty 
large enough to fall through, and I de- 
cided to get along without the eloquence. 

The story of the stone dates back to 
the middie of the fifteenth century, when 
Cormac McCarthy the Strong, a de 
scendant of the ancient kings of Mun 
ster and builder of the fortress, chanced 
one day to save an old woman from 
diowning. For a reward she offered 


|; Cormac a golden tongue which should 


have the power to influence men and 
women, friends and foes, as he willed, 
She told him to mount and keep and 
kiss a certain stone in the wall five feet 
below the gallery running around the 
top. He followed her directions and ob 
tained all the fluent persuasiveness she 
bad promised. The tale of this new ac- 
quirement and its orgin spread, and the 
Blarney stone has been drawing pilgrims 
to itself ever since.—Interior.

CORNS ON THE FEET. 


Hew Ther Are Formed and Rew 
Ther Shoald Be Treaton, 

A corn is an overgrowth of the horny 
layer of some portion of the akin of the 
foot induced by friction or wndue 6 
sure in one epet by the shoe, It io eftu- 
ated generally on « prominent portion of 
one of the toes, more commonly the Htthe 
toe, but may be on the aole of the feet or 
even on the ankle bene. 

It begine by an lnecreese in alee of the 
papille in the deeper part of the #kim 
and induces ag increase in the prodection 
of the ecarf skin, or berny layer. The 
seart skin soon becomes inordinately 
thick and, the pressure from the shee 
continuing, is pushed back ajainet the 
enlarged papille, caweing their final atre 
phy. 

This formation of a corn afforda a cart 
ous Ulustration of the defeat of satare’s 
well meant efforta te prevent troalde, fie 
the increased thickness of the horny Iny- 
er is intended to afford protection te the 
enlarged and tender papilke, a porpose 
which would be well accomplished did 
the process stop there. But the friction 
by the shoe keeps up the irritation, and 
tore and more of the horny covering is 
manufactured until instead of affording 
protection it is actually the cause of all 
the pain. 

After a time the apot where the corn fe 
seems to acquire a bad habit, amd the ~

The first thing to do for a co 
new shoes that are so enag as/not te rb 
the foot anywhere and eo loose as not te 
make pressure in one spot more than ia 
another. 

The top of the corn may be pared with 
a sharp knife, extreme care being taken, 
especially in the case of the aged, not to 
ent the sound skin, or it may be fled 
down to the level of the surrounding 
skin, or the entire corn may sometimes he 
loosened with a dull knife blade or by 
the finger nail and extracted from fis 


When this cannot be done, removal 
may be facilitated by molstening the 
corn every other day with glacial acet' 
acid, the softened part being subsequent- 
ly ecraped awny with a dull knife or a 
small fle. <A salve containing salicylic 
acid applied every night will aleo fre- 
quently loosen the corn so that It can be 
pulled out. This ts the basis of many of 
the popular corn plasters. 

A soft corn, which is merely a corn 
that ia always moist on account of ft» 
location on the inner surface of one of 
the toes, should be treated by keeping a 
piece of absorbent cotton between the 
toes so as to prevent maceration and by 
bathing it frequently with atrong alum 
water, :

Ants, aay the wine men, have about 
every bad trart of humanit y—they are. 
lazy, @reecly. tyrannosa, giren to con- 
quests, and caveting the territory of 
their neighbors, Akng with the 
territory they oftener than not take 
the neghbora themeel res, 
them ever after in elavery. 

Jaat bow this comes to pass is some 
thog of a puzzle. Thore are seven 
bundred odd sapooles -of ants duly 
classified, Several of these species, 
@ay obeervers, must possess hypnotic 
power, since they attack, subjugate 
and reduce to slavery other apecies 
which are much bigger, stranger and 
more populous bn the nesta. 

After they have got their slaves 
many othor qucer things happen. The 
slaves in some: nesta are elassified, 
eo many told off as soldiers to defend 
the gates, so many for domeatic 
duties, foraging, ths care of eggs and 
eo op. The soldier ants are further 
subdivided. The larger number by 
constant exercise develop

and poison atinga. The othera in 
eome curicus fashion increase the 
alge of thair heads, especially if they 
happen to be considerably bigger 
than their maaters. The big heads 
enable them to block a passageway 
against an invading foe. 

Exceptionally elasti slaves are 
transformed into living honey bottles. 
They are found with alxtomens enorm- 
ously distended, and full of the boney 
dew the working slaves bring in. 
Homey-dew, be it said, is a secretion 
of the aphides, or plant lice, which 
ths ant awarms keep in herds within 
the neat. 

Ants are passionately fond of 
honey—indeed, of all mweet juices, 
Thety are, further, fond of mushroom 
and grow them within their nesta. 
They alao cultivate certain species ‘of 
orchids, and bring about distinct 
modifications of the plant form, sting- 
ing the young tender atems ao fierce- 
ly that they will become almost 
globular and distill a thin semi-sac- 
charine juice, which the anta no 
doubt regard as rare wine. One par- 
ticular apecies of orchid, indeed, is so 
infested with a virulent stinging ant 
that the collection of it is very dan- 
gerous. The) minute the plant is 
touched all the anta awarming over it 
rugh to the/pomt of attack. That 
ia, however, less curious than the 
facti that the orchid will not flourish 
without the ants, but withers away 
after a feeble atraggling year's 
growth. 

Some few among  slave-~holding 
anta remain capable. The most part 
become utterly demoralized. They 
cannot build meets, care for their 
young or aven feed themselves. Not 
a few when the slaves have chosen 
and built a new neet ride to it up. 
on a alave's back. One apecies ia 
noteworthy for having only : 


SLAVES FOR WORKERS, 


yet never comtaining within the neat 
any slavea eggi or young. 

As with bees, the queen ant is the 
mother of the awarm. Unlike bees, 
however, there are often several 
queena in the same swarm. The 
workers are rudimentary females, In 
slave-making tho victors kill all the 
perfect ants ani take home the othersy 

Perfect males and females have 
winga, which they drop as soon as the 
marrage flight is over. Worker 
ants hare no wings, Worker anta, 
or rather ulaves, and the aphis-cowa, 
by no means exhaust the list of ant 
dependenta. They keep various 
amaller insects assmen keep domestic 
animala Just why is not yet clear. 
The fact remains, though, that im the 
crannies of som: oaests berda of a 
thousand almost invisible small 
creatures bave been found. 

A year is the average span of ant 
life, but wom: species live five years, 
and exceptional individuals as much 
aa geven. All apecies show the live- 
lest concern for their eggs, lugging 
them up imte seunshme upon fair 
days, and souttling back with them 
the minute the eky is overcast. Upon 
a fickle Apral jay the eggs may be 
moved a half dozen times. They are 
fearly aa regardful of the aphia eggs. 
Indeed, throughout, they protect their 
mileh kine, sbelter them well, and 
take pains im rearing their young.

SOUTH AFRICAN SITUATION. 

The situation in South Africa is 
improving, slowly it is true, but, 
viewed asa whole, steadily. The 
persistency with which comparative- 
ly small bodies of the Boers, scatter- 
ed over a region about as big as half 
Europe, maintain the struggle is 
wonderfal, but it is evident that their 
energy is failing, that their agres- 
siye activity is lessening, and that 
their efforts are becoming less and 
less effective. In every encounter 
recently they Have lost in killed and 
wounded more heavily than the Brit- 
ish troops, even in cases where they 
have been successtul in capturing 
small British convoys.  Every- 
where, except in western Cape Col- 
ony, the British have been success- 
fal, not only in checking raiding, 
but have been able to make cousider- 
able captures of waggons, cattle 
horses and supplies, and in taking 
small! bodies of prisoners. The lines 
of railway communication are now 
eostrongly held that the Boers have 
not been able to cut them or serious- 
ly interfere with them, and captures 
of trains have become extraordinar- 
ily rare, in view of the enormous 
length of the lines which have to be 
guarded and the great number ot 
trains which are necessary to the 
British transport service.

He 
has done 50, but at greater cost to his 
force than he had hitherto experienced 
in his cleyer raidy, having lost many 
men, killed, wounded and captured, 
and twenty waggens of ammunition, 
General De Wett and his force of twelve 
hundred men are now in the high Karoo 
or table lands with apparently no Brit- 
ish forces in front of them, To the 
west or north-west of Carnarvon a 
large Boer force with thousands of 
horses and cattle, are gathered under 
General Hertzog, presumably to join 
forces with him in that neighborhood. 
Gen. Hertzog has been raiding as far 
south as within seventy-five miles of 
Capetown, and as far west as the Brit- 
ish copper-mining district in Little 
Namaqualand, near Port Nolloth, and 
two weeks ago was reported at Van 
Wyck’s Viei, which is north-west of 
Carnarvon, General Do West will 
haye a very formidable force if he suc- 
ceeds in joining Hertzog. As for am- 
munition, it is to be feared that a con- 
siderable supply has been forwarded 
south from the Transyaal by way of 
Viyburg.

THE BELMONT GOLD MINE. 


| The Herald last week gayea descrip 
i tion of the aor rocently com> 
| pleted at the Belmont mine, from which 
j we make the following extracts, 
new millis a large one. being 175 feet 
| long, 90 feet wide and 83 feet high. In 
it thirty stamps are driven by a 150 
horse-power engine, which ia stroffx 
enough to drive 120 stamps if necessary. 
There are twocrushers 10x20 and 7x10 
feet. The new-cyanide plant consists 
of three large circular steel leeching 
vats, two cirenlar steel gold tanks, 
xine boxes, where the wold is pereipitat- 
ed, sump tanks and wooden acid tanks, 
he plant is in charge of Mr. .W. H. 
Whytock. ‘wodynamoa of six hand- 
red light capacity are used for light- 
ing the mine, shafts, offices, milla, ete, 
by electricity. The assay office has al- 
80 been enlarged and improved. In the 
machine shop several machines have 
been added and this together with the 
three blackamith shops enables the 
miners to makeand repair apy part of 
the machinery. The air compressor is 
a frame building 140x60 feet and con- 
tains croas-compound air compressor 
with intercooler and after cooler and 
condenser. 
The following shows what has been 
done in the various shafts: No, 1 shaft 
is situated north of the mill, 
is going on in this shaft, which is now 
886 feet deep. There are levels at 100, 


200 and B00 feet depths, The level at 


800 has been run 125 feet east, A cross 
cout to the hanging wall is 26 feet long. 
The shaft ie supplied. with five pumps 
wnd three drille, In a short time 400 
feet depth will be reached.

“They bave a Gnancial system in 
Guatemala that would do credit to a 
comic opera,” sald a New Orleans froit 
importer, talking about queer things in 


| the littl Central American republice. 


“I was down there recently and found 

nothing but paper money in circula- 
tion. The government bank notes, in 
denominations of from $1 up, are gen- 
erally accepted at five to ene in gold 
or half that im ‘Mexican.” Io other 
words, $5 Guatemalan money equals 
$1 in gold or $2 In silver, acd, as the 
rate ia fairly stable, it causes no spe- 
cial annoyance. 

“The rub comes when you get down 
to fractional currency. All kinds of 
stall siiver coine have long since. die. 
appeared, and the government iseves 
nothing less than dollars, but each 
civil ‘department’ prints a species of 
shinplaster, ranging in facé ralue from 
5 to 60 cents. These small potes are 
known colloguially as ‘soldos,’ and who 
authorized them or whe guaranteed 
their payment are twin mysteries “T 
wae never able te fathom. As you 
may well Imagine, they vary consider- 
ably in purchasing power. Some of 
them are recetred by storekeepers at 
Sto 1, some pasa 20 to 1, and very fre- 
quently they are refused altogether. 

“To still further complicate things, 
the soldos of each of the departments 
are totally worthless in all the others.

proprietor to help himself. He looked 
at them secornfully and sald they were 
no good. ‘But, my, dear man,’ I pro- 
tested, ‘I Just bought some cigars with 
them at a khep not 160 yards from 
your door.” ‘Ab, but that was on the 
other side of the street, senor,’ he re 
plied. ‘That is not our department?

States dollar. ; 

“To bridge ever the ‘change’ difficulty 
a number ef the steres get out small 
metal tokens about the aise of baggage 
checks and stamped with the firm name 
and the denomination at which they 
are issued. They are redeemable over 
the counter as long as the store laste 
and are really the most trustworthy 
currency in the ceuntry. One German 
storekeeper has varied the programme 
slightly by printing small paper notes. 
He uses manila paper and strikes them 
off on a ramehackle band press in a 
back room, so, seedless toe say, they are 
not very beantifal to leek at, but each 
of them bears his signature, and they 
pass anywhere at par. It's a great 
country to live In. Any man with a 
stock of merchandise can run @ private 
treasury depa iment as an annex.’

Remarkable Rapid-Fire Gan Invented by 
am Hallan for Farnmers. 

(hese are queer times. The farmer 
will have to start a canmon brigade 
if he wanks to be up ta date in the 
peaceful pursuitea of agriculture. The 
fashion comes from France,where they 
have a rapid-firing, breech-loading, 
agricultural cannon, which ia a won- 
der.

Fighting is a good term for their 
methods. (They bombard the clouds.

Whis bombarding haa had a good 
trial and itis said thatthe vineyards 
protected by the cannon were spared, 
while those outside the lines were de- 
stroyed by the hail. Several guns have 
been invented for this rural warfare, 
the most remarkable being the paw- 
derless cannon of an Italian firm. 

Acetylene gas mixed with air is used 
as the explosive.

A farmer can have, say, fifty 
cannon stationed at different parts of 
his estate. These are conmected by an 
electric wire so thad a single oper- 
ator oan discharge the whole fifty 
guna either simultameously or conse- 
outively.

SUGGESTIONS TO HOUSEKEEPERS, 


Whiting is something quite neces- 
sary to the housekeeper.

CURING UF CUERASE, 


The Montteal Butter and Cheese 
Asssciation desires to call the special 
attention of factorymen to the uncured 
+i condition of most of the cheese coming 
It has become the prac- 
tit of factorymen to send their cheese 
to Montroa! before they are sutliciently 
cured, and if we are to hold the good 
reputation we have gained, this bad 
practice must be stopped, aut choese 
jmust be held in the factories at least 
two weeks for fast curing cheese and 
longer for slow curing cheese, or in al! 
cases until the cheese are cured, Fac- 
tories should be so proVided that the 
temperature of curing room can 
maintained at cr near 680 degree 
Fahreuhcit, otherwise chees: are in- 
jure], by heat in summer and in 
autumn.
